WHEREAS, I[rving Johnson noved on to the Ford Scientific
Laboratory in 1953, where he studied fuel conbustion; in 1957
he joi ned Argonne National Laboratory; during his twenty-nine
years at Argonne he wrked in the chem cal engineering
division of the |aboratory; he earned worldw de respect for
his work in thernodynam cs of liquid netal and nolten salts;
he also woirked as a general advisor in the chem cal
technology division; M. Johnson was also an eneritus fellow

of the American Institute of Chem sts; and

VWHEREAS, M. Johnson enjoyed cl assi cal musi ¢ and
phot ography; Irving Johnson is survived by his loving wife of
fifty-eight vyears, Alice; his sons, Karl and Tom and his

three grandchildren; therefore, be it
